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Foreword 


This volume of the Writings on American History, a classified 
list of books and articles on United States history that were pub- 
lished during 1953, continues a series begun with the issuance of 
a volume that listed writings published in 1902. Including the 
present volume the series consists of 41 volumes, covering 43 
years. Volumes for the years 1904-5 and 1941-47 have not been 
prepared. 


In 1951 the National Historical Publications Commission as- 
sumed responsibility for the preparation of the Writings and for 
seeing the volumes through the press; it was agreed that they 
would continue to be published as parts of the Annual Reports of 
the American Historical Association. 


Dr. James R. Masterson, a member of the Commission's staff, 
compiled the entries. Miss Margaret E. Flory and other mem- 
bers of the staff of the Exhibits and Publications Branch of the 
National Archives indexed the volume and were of invaluable 
assistance in performing technical editing, proofreading, and 
other services.

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Preface 


This volume is designed to cite every book and article published 
during 1953 that has any considerable value for study and re- 
search pertaining to the history of the United States from primi- 
tive times to the war in Korea. 


The whole history, from the beginning, of the areas now within 
the United States or under its jurisdiction is here treated as 
belonging to the history of the United States. The history of 
Louisiana before 1803, of California before 1846, of Alaska before 
1867, of Puerto Rico before 1898, and of other areas not within 
the original United States is considered to be as much within the 
scope of the Nation's history as that ofthe original thirteen States 
and the colonies from which they developed. The Philippine Islands 
are regarded as part of the United States from 1898 till the proc- 
lamation of their independence, July 4, 1946, and as foreign 
territory before and since that period. 


Certain publications are cited in this volume only for special 
reasons. Argumentative and expository works dealing mainly 
with current affairs are cited only when they incidentally present 
historical information that seems difficult to obtain from other 
sources or that may be useful as a clue to such sources. A few 
works of which the texts may have little value for historical 
purposes have been cited because they contain reproductions of 
maps, prints, or other illustrations of historical value. Also cited 
are books and articles inadvertently omitted fromthe volumes for 
1948-52. 


The main classes of publications deliberately excluded from 
citation are newspapers; book reviews; historical fiction (when 
its fictitious character is avowed or clearly recognizable); juve- 
nile and other elementary works (including textbooks for primary 
and secondary schools), except those treating somewhat limited 
subjects in detail; archeological reports on excavations of single 
prehistoric sites; articles on statutory law when these are purely 
argumentative and are organized topically; purely critical essays 
on literary compositions, containing no factual information; 
genealogical works that include neither documents nor biographi- 
cal sketches; articles announced or recognized as extracts from 
forthcoming books; reports of the annual meetings, the member- 
ship, the officers, and the receipts and disbursements of learned 
organizations, public or private; bare lists (as distinguished 
from descriptive or annotated lists) of accessions of books, manu- 
scripts, and other historical materials; works of general infor- 
mation, such as encyclopedias, dictionaries, and indexes, not 
dealing primarily or in large part with United States history; and 
writings concerned entirely with events since the war in Korea. 
The overwhelming quantity of such publications has precluded 
any effort to examine them systematically for purposes of cita- 
tion in this volume. 


Dates of publication of books are cited according to the practice 
of the Library of Congress. The date of publication of a single 
article or document that comprises the whole of an issue of a 
serial is cited in full, following the form of citation used for 
books. The year of publication of an article or document forming 
only a part of an issue of a serial is omitted if the year is 1953.

Articles published in installments continued beyond 1953 are 
omitted from this volume and will be cited under the year in which 
their publication was concluded. 


The list of writings in this volume consists of three divisions, 
containing respectively (1) writings pertaining to the historical 
profession--its tasks and methods, its membership, the mate- 
rials with which it works, and the collectors and custodians of 
these materials; (2) writings pertaining to the United States as a 
whole; and (3) writings pertaining to single regions, States, 
Territories, or dependencies of the United States. 


The first and second divisions are subdivided by topic; the 
third is subdivided geographically. Writings pertaining to the 
historical profession are listed alphabetically (by author if known, 
or by title). In the rest of the volume, within each subdivision or 
part of a subdivision, writings cited withthe dates of their subject 
matter are listed chronologically according to beginning date, and 
writings cited without such dates are listed alphabetically preced- 
ing the dated writings. 


Titles that clearly indicate both the nature andthe dates of their 
subject matter are cited without annotation. Titles that are ade- 
quate except for dates of subject matter are cited with bracketed 
dates. Other titles are provided with a minimum of annotation. 
The presence of bibliographies and bibliographic footnotes (the 
latter designating sources of facts and of quotations) is indicated 
by the words ‘‘bibliog.’’ and ‘‘notes’’ respectively. 


Many works deserving citation in this volume may have been 
overlooked, either because their titles did not indicate that they 
contain historical subject matter or because they were not avail- 
able for examination by the editor or were not referred to in the 
lists and bibliographies that he consulted. Many titles were ob- 
tained too late to be examined before the copy for this volume 
was sent to the printer. These works, and others of the same 
class issued in 1948-52, will be cited, so far as they become 
available to the editor, in the volume for 1954. He will welcome 
correspondence calling such works to his attention. 


This volume was compiled mainly in the Library of Congress, 
which has provided the editor with all facilities and privileges 
needed in his work. Certain books and serials were examined in 
the National Archives Library, the New York Public Library, 
and the library of Brown University. The editor is grateful to 
these institutions for courteous and efficient services and also to 
the editorial staff of the National Archives for extensive assist- 
ance.
